Morale In War 


HERE is nothing to be more 
scrupulously avoided in war 
than, n depreciation of the power 
and spirit of an opponent. It is 
facts that count. 

When the last World War broke 
out there was no doubt of the en- 
thusinsm of ‘the German people. 
They were told and they firmly be- 
lleved. that they had been called 
upon to defend the life and frecdom 
‘of the Fatherland; and they fought 
sith a devotion which all the world 
acknowledged. . 

It is doubtful if the whole Ger- 
man people are fired now .by equal 
ardour. 

Day after doy, of late, reports 
have come through various chan- 
nels of discontent and disorder :— 
“Berlin is a city of sad fnees. There 
is no wish for war, only a dull fear 
that It may come, and the fervent 
hope that it will not” 

That message, which comes from 
Brussels, might be said of any 
nation confronted with the dire 


prospect of another world war, but]: 


it may be of more significance 
among a people who have been fed 
for years upon the glories of war 
and beon taught to look forward to 
it with joyful anticipation. 

‘The food question is perhaps one 
of the chief causes of this reported 
depression. The last war was well 
on its way before food shortage 
began to make Itself felt in Ger- 
many. : :
